The work of propaganda car- 
ried on by the Reds in the moun- 
tain districts of Kentucky is one 
of the greatest and most serious 
^ menaces of the state, Dr. Jona- 
than C. Day, New York City, 
told members of the Electric 
Club of Louisville at today's 
noon luncheon meeting at the 
Hotel Henry Watterson. Doctor 
Day is a native Kentuckian, com- 
ing from Harlan county, and be- 
longing to one of the typical 
mountain families — 14 boy> and 
2 girls. He is head of the LrilH)r 
Temple, New York City. Dr. 
Day is in Louisville .speaking in 
the interest of Berca College. 

Doctor Day described how the 
Reds come to the mountains and 
plant the seed of anarchy, bul- 
shevism and distrust in the heart 
of the native whites and blacks 
and foreign<rrs. He cautioned 
against ignoring such a force. 
"There is no more fertile field 
for the Reds tjian the moiin- 
tains,". ke dfclarcfj. • 

H'e told what IJerca College 
'-'Cleans to the mountain people 
and what it has already done for 
them, lie classed it as "organ- 
ized intelligence" and "co;:struc- 
tive education" which will assist 
in shaping the future of the 
mountaineers.
